Murderer Pleads Innocence 


, With Last Breath 


Columbus. O., Oct. 27.—Shortly af- 


ter midnight this morning. Charles 
Justice. 43. murderer of a Greene 
county fanner, and believed to have 
killed two other men years afio. paid 
the death penalty In the electric 
chair at the Ohio penitentiary. 


Tho condemned man's last words 


before the current was tamed on 
•were: "I am innocent of the crime 
that I am being killed for." 


Ho was In a passive mood all day 


and refused to talk to an>onc. al- 
though he did not appear to be xvor- 
ried about his approaching death. 
Two friends who called at tho annex 
to see him were turned away by his 
request. He ga\e orders 
that ho 


•would sec no one. His last meal was 
a chicken dinner and he seemed to 
enjoy it. though he made no com- 
ments. 


The only persons present when tho 


electric current was sent through his 
body were the warden, chai>lasn. phy 
bician and guards-, and the j-herifT C? 
Greene county.
